1. A bush cutting machine comprising: 
a pipe- shaped operation rod; 
5 a prime mover mounted to a proximal end of the operation rod; 

a drive shaft extending through the operation rod and driven 
by said prime mover; 

a cutter provided at a distal end of said operation rod and 
jU rotated by rotation of said drive shaft;

2 . A bush cutting machine according to claim 1 , wherein said grips
